2G, By what hath been already (aid, you ſee what the ſeverall, and 
Grandees what the conjoyned intereſts of theſe two Juntes or Faltions Preſ- 
their ſeveral byterian and Independent are.

Upon this conſiderati- 
on they have lately put the Parliament Purſe into the Cities Poc- 
ker as aforeſaid; ſetled and inlarged the City Militia. Where- 
as all the Countrys of England( being more obnoxious to injuries 
then the Cit ĩe) ſuffer much for want of tetiing their Militia; the 
Parliament not truſting them with armes, ſo much as for their 
owne defence: An evident ligne, there 1s a farcher deſigne then 
disbanding this Army. And becauſe the City Militia, can only 
keepe in awe the adracent South and Eaſt Counties of the Kings 
dome; therefore to ſuppreſſe the remoter parts, and inforce 


them to obedience, they keepe up ſome inland Garriſont, and * 
have General Pe ſupermumerarir forces for the North. And in th 
the Weſt (un ler colour of ſending men for Ireland) they keepe w 
upon fee quarter and pay of the country many ſupernumerarie Re- fa 
giments and Troops moſt Cavaliers; atleatt five times as many as or 
they really intend to traniport. Theſe are alwayes going, but ne- th 


yer gone: Like Saint George, al vayes in his ſaddle, nęver on his

way. Something ever is and ſhall be wanting untill Sir Thom 
Fayrfax's Army be disbanded; and then (it is thought) the di- 
guiſe will fall off; and theſe ſupernumeraties ſhallappeare a new 
modelled Army under Presbyterian Commanders, you may bee 
ſure : and ſuch whole conſciences ſhall not befoole their wits 
where any matter of gaine 2 If this be not their ayme, 
Why did they not disband theſe lewd Supernumeraries before 
laſt winter, ſince they might have rꝛiſed as many men the ſpring 
following for halfe the charge their very free quarters coſt ? And 
moſt of theſe ſweare they will not goe for Ireland, vowing they 
will cut the throats of the Round-heads. 

The Countrey is amazed, fearing theſe Cavaliers are kept on 
free-quarter by a Cavalceriſh party for ſome Cavaleeriſn Detigne. 
Secondly, why did they not rather divide Sir 7 hm Fayrfax 
Army into two parts, one to goe for Ireland, the other to ſtay in 


England; being already modelled, excellentiy diſciplined, and ha-

Shall we complaine to God ? God hath a controverſie with 
us. Of whom ſhall we complaine? of our ſelves ? we muſt firſt 
reforme our ſelves : we that take upon us toreforme Church and 
Commen-wealth. Shall we complaine of our finnes ? aske the 
grace of 1 firlt z and fo aske that we may obtaine. Shall 
we coinplaine of our puniſhments ? let us firſt repent,aad amend 
our ſins that cauſed them. Let us firſt pluck off the maske of hy- 
pocriſie, God will ſee through ſuch a fantafticalbgarment of Fig» 
leaves. Let us no longer make Religion a ſtalking-horſe; God 
whe is all Wiſcdome, and all Truth, will not be deceived. If we 
talke like Chriſtians, and live like Turks, Chriſt will not owne 
us. To faſt for a day, and hang our heads like bulruſhes, will not 
reconcile us. We mult faſt from publique ſpoiles,rapines and op» 
preſſion, and not drink the teares of the poore and needy. Shall 
wecoemplaine with the Prophet, That our Princes are become 
Thegves ? that was heretofore our tomplaint, now we mult in- 
vert ie, and cry, That our Theeves (meane and bafe cople J ue 
nn intemperately fick; and 
Sante « Phyfitizci ja bis wrath , a Leper a white as

ſnow, fitter to infect then cure us. What Phyſick doth hee pre- 
ſeribe? Peyſon. What dyet? Stones inſtead of bread, Scorpions 
inſtead of fiihes, hard fare for them that formerly fed fo daintily. 
Before I conelude, let me give you the pedegree of our Miſeries, 
and of their Remedies. A long peace begat Plenty, Plenty be- 
gat Pride, and her filter Riot; Pride begot Ambition, Ambition be- 
got Fa gion, Faction begot Civill War: And (if our eviils be not 
mcurable, if we be not in id temporis quo nec vitia noſtra, noc 
corum reme dia ferre poſſumus) our War will beget Poverty, Po- 
verty Humility, Humility Peace againe, Sie rerum re vertentib us 
vicibus am ulus vertitur Politicus. The declining {poake of the 
Wheele will riſe againe. But we are not yet ſufficiently Humv- 
led; we have notrepented with Nine veh. We weare Silkes and 
Velvets inſtead of fack-cloxth and aſhes (even the meaneſt up- 
ſtart hath his thefts writ upon his back by his Taylor in proud 
Characters of Gold-lace) we have not watered our Couch with 
our Tearcs, but with adulterous ſweat. Look to it therefore ye 
Rate Incubi, that by an inceſtuous copulation have be got plenty 
n Warre, and filled your houſes with the ſpoyle and plunder 
ur deare Countrey ; an inundation of bloud, and of the tears 
of the oppreſſed will waſh away the foundation of your houſes: 
And peace will be farre from you in this world, but eſpecially | 
that peace whichthe world cannot give: And becauſe Salaman- 
der-ike you delight in the fire of contention ; an unquenchable 
fire will be your lot hereafter. And though you eſcape all ac- 
counts here, yet upon the great day of account when you ſhall 
receive your ſentence of condemnation, thoſe your children for 
whoſe preferment you ſell your ſoules, your God for gold, ſhall 
not (hew ſo much thankfulneſſe or pitty towards you, as to ſay, 
alas our father! But your hearts are hardned with Pharaoh, I 
leave yeu therefore to Pharaoh's deſtiny, to be drowned in your 
owne Red Sea, as he was in his. 

Thus farre I adventured to vindicate our Religion, Lawes, and 
Liberties with my pen; in diſcharge of my Conſcience, and pur- 
ſuance of our Nationall Covenant which obligeth us to detend 
them againſt whoſoever to our power z neither knowing nor ca- 
ring whether in ſo wicked 1. 7 (wherein vice is honoured, and 
8 C 3 vertue 
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vertue contemned) I may be thought werthy of puniſhment for 
being more righteous then my ſuperiots. Iknow an honeſt man 
is wondred at like a monſter, and the-innocency of his life and 
converſation ſuſpected as a Libell againſt the State, yet if I periſh 
I periſh;& pereandam ix licitis. Nor am leſſe provided of a ſafe 
retreat then our Grandees. My grave is open for me, and one 
foot in it already. Contempſit omnes ille qui mortem prius. He 
that contemnes death, ſcornes both Hope and Feare ; which are 
the onely affections that make Knaves , Fooles and Cowards 
of all the world. The world is a goodly Theater, we the Actors, 
God is both Poet and chiefe ſpectator. We muſt not chooſe our 
owne parts, that is at Gods appointment. One man he appoints 
to play the King, another the Begger, one a Comick, another a 
Tragick part: Whatſoever part God hath appointed for me in 
this remainder of my life, I will have a care to perſonate it in- 
genuouſly and aptly : Not doubting but my Exits ſhall be ac- 
.compained with an applauſe into mytyring Roome, my Tomb ; 
nor will I refuſe the meaneſt part that may draw a plaudit from 
ſo excellent a ſpectator, but will prepare my ſelfe for the worſt 
of evills, in this worſt of times; and pray to God to reforme 
dux Reformers. Amen. | — 
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
